Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
information described in the related prior art, especially the article authored by Randhawa et al., 
entitled A Simulation-Based Analysis of Parking System Performance. The improvement 
comprises a system and method for simulating the movement of motor vehicle and bicycle traffic 
in an environment according to the BICSIM (BICycle SIMulation) model. BICSIM is a 
microscopic model which treats each motor vehicle and bicycle in the environment as an 
identifiable entity, while incorporating other aspects of the environment such as traffic signals, 
parking activity, predetermined acceleration and deceleration rates, a motor vehicle and bicycle 
following model, and a lane changing model. This patentable distinction is included in each of 
the independent claims, nos. 1 , 5 and 9. The art of record, either individually or in combination, 
fails to teach, suggest, or render obvious the useful, concrete and tangible simulation of the 
movement of motor vehicle and bicycle traffic in an environment > having the corresponding 
structure which is disclosed in the specification and equivalents thereof at least at page 8, line 1 
through page 62, line 5, Figures 1-25, and Tables 1-4. In view of the foregoing, the claims of the 
present application are found to be patentable over the prior art.
